"The wheat crop in the six states in 
hich I have personally made investi- 
jtion will be magnificent. 
"Kansas this year is going to pro- 
ace a wheat crop of about 
90,000,000

X),000 bushels. 
"The corn crop is in splendid condi- 
on. In Kansas and Nebraska a corn 
op on as large a scale as ever before 
practically assured.

Two Millions of San Fran- 


cisco's Claims. 


San Francicso.—The Rhine and Mo- 


selle Insurance company of Germany 
has decided that it will not pay its 
$2,000,000 of liabilities arising from 
the April conflagration. 


A cablegram to that effect was re- 


ceived by General Manager Mathies 
from the home office. 


The company does not carry an 


earthquake clause and it is presumed 
at the local office that the head offi- 
cials are putting forth the plea of "an 
act of Providence.'' Manager Mathies 
has made vigorous efforts to have his 
company pay the claims of policy 
holders, particularly the smaller desti- 
tute ones. He said the cablegram was 
not clear and he has demanded a more 
specific reply.

Refofees to Pick Hops. 


San Francisco.—Plans have been ar- 


ranged for creating a summer colony 
at Hopland, Mendocino county, and it 
is the intention to interest some 1500 
of the local refugees and have them 
take employment and live in the hop 
fields of the American Hop and Barley 
company. 


The prime movers in the scheme are 


Baron von Horst, president of the 
hop company; Mrs. Eleanor Martin 
and Rudolph Spreckels, and it is be- 
lieved that it will prove a capital 
measure of making some of the home- 
less self-supporting. 


With the permission of the relief 


committtee, Spreckels has arranged to 
furnish an adequate supply of tents, 
and, through the Associated Charities, 
blankets and transportation to Hop- 
land will be given those desirous of lo- 
cating with the colony. 


State's Irrigable Lands.

president of tho Anti-Swiss Colony, us 
saying that there will be employment 
for 10,000 men in the vineyards of Cal- 
ifornia during the months of Septem- 
ber and October, when the grapes are 
gathered. 
Unless laborers 
can be 


brought out from the east the vine- 
yards will suffer heavy losses. 


Brown has visited the labor informa- 


tion otllco for Italians in this city, 
and laid before Mgr. Ronsati the op- 
portunity open for Italian immigrant 
labor in the vineyards of California. 
Since the problem of transportation 
would prove too serious to be overcome 
to the prospective laborers in the Cali- 
fornia vineyards, the Promotion Com- 
mittee manager has written to the 
grape growers at home advising that

R IS IN GREAT DEMAND 


Passenger Agent Fee Finds the East 


Powerlets to Send Help. 


San Francisco.—Charles B. Fee, gen- 


eral passenger agent of the Southern 
Pacific, returned from the east, where 
he has been attending numerous con- 
ferences of railroad officials. 
He de- 


clared that there is no lack of faith 
among people in the east in the future 
of San Francisco. 


Mr. Fee said: 
"One of the most interesting prob- 
lems to the people of the east is the 
labor situation. The cry, of California 
and San Francisco for more labor has 
been heard in tho east, but they are 
powerless to help the city. 


"All 
over-the country there is a 


shortage of labor. Probably the most 
prosperous year in the last two de 
cades is now coming to a close. There 
never has been such an amount of rail- 
road construction on hand nor so much 
activity in other industries. The de- 
mand for labor is far greater than tho 
supply. 


Only last month there was a small 


army of laborers Impotrod from Cana- 
da to the western states for use in the 
wheat fields.'' 


He said that tho Southern Pacific 


is doing all in its power to induce la- 
borers to corno to San Francisco.

New York.—W. C. Brown, vice pres- 


ident of the New York Central sys- 
tem, recently returned from a journey 
of more than three thousand miles 
through the middle west, undertaken 
with the object of ascertaining the act- 
ual crop situation. 


He visited the states of Illinois, In- 


diana, Missouri and lowu, and has pre- 
pared special reports on the conditions 
in Kansas and Nebraska. In all of 
these) according to his observations, 
the crops this year will be remarkable 
as?to both quantity and quality. 


In speaking of his trip Mr. Brown 


said: 
"I believe that tho United States 


this year will have a larger harvest of 
.grain of all sorts than ever before and 
will market it at a better price,consid- 
ering the size of the crop. 


"The wheat crop in the six states in 


which I have personally made investi- 
gation will bo magnificent. 


"Kansas this year is going to pro- 


duce a wheat crop of about 90,000,000 
bushels. Last year it produced 87,- 
€00,000 bushels. 


"The corn crop is in splendid condi- 


tion. 
In Kan.-mri and Nebraska a corn 


crop on as large a scale as ever before 
is practically assured. 
Iowa will pro- 


duce :-5T>0,000,000 bushels of corn and 
possibly Soii.OOO.OOU 


"In Missouri, with the exception of 


four counties in the northwest, ail the 
counties will have a banner showing." 


REPUDIATES ITS INSURANCE 


Rhine-Moselle Company Will Not Pay 


Two Millions of San Fran- 


cisco's Claims. 


San Francicso.—The Rhine and Mo- 


selle Insurance company of Germany 
has decided that it will not pay its 
$2,000,000 of liabilities arising from 
the April conflagration. 


A cablegram to that effect was re- 


ceived by General Manager Mathies 
from the home office. 


The 
company does no_t carry an 


earthquake clause and it is presumed 
at the local office that the head offi- 
cials are putting forth the plea of "an 
act of Providence.'' Manager Mathies 
has made vigorous efforts to have his 
company pay the claims of policy 
holders, particularly the smaller desti- 
tute ones. He said the cablegram was 
not clear and he has demanded a more' 
specific reply.
